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NEW LIGHT 
ON BATTLE 
TRAFALGAR 


On the one hundred and sixteenth 
anniversary of the great sea fight of 
Trafalgar—Oct. 21—a new account, 
by Lieutenant Andrew Green of H. M. 
S. Neptune, of the defeat of the 
French and Spanish fleets was pub- 
lished in England, says the New York 
Times. The document was discovered 
by Lord Cottersloe, great-grandson of 
Captain T. F. Fremantle of the Nep- 
tune, in looking over neglected family 
papers. Although considerably more 
than one hundred years have passed 
since Trafalgar, Nelson’s plan of 
battle is still a“subject of discussion 
in naval circles. In 1912 an Admir- 
alty committee, with Admiral Sir 
Cyprian Bridge as chairman, made an 
inquiry into the handling of British 
ships in the engagement. Existiny 
models and diagrams seemed: to indi- 
cate, in the opinion of, some critics, 
that Nelson’s Captains fd not alw vs 
understand the positions assigned to 
them. The committee, after a full in- 
quiry, concluded, on all the evidence 
available, that the diagrams were 
faulty in not showing the real places 
of ships in the attacking fleet; also 
that its divisions were formgd in two 
lines ahead, which had been question 
ed. 


Collingwood’s Comment 


Collingwood, it is said, would have 
preferred “a line of bearing rather 
than a line ahead,” but Nelson's tac- 
tics were strategically sounder, as the 
event proved. In a note to Southey’s 
“Life of Nelson” it is said that when 
the flags began to go up for the Ad- 
miral’s signal, “England expects that 
every man will do his duty,” Colling- 
wood, not knowing what the message 
to the fleet was going to be exclaim- 
ed impatiently, “I wish Nelson would 
make no more signals; we all know 
what we have to do.” When the sig- 
nal was translated, Collingwood was 
delighted with his old friend’s appeal 
but the story indicates that a good 
many signals had been flown. It may 
have been the case that some Cap- 
tains became a bit confused as the 
curtain went up on the most dramatic 
fights. Lieutenant Green's 
story of Trafalgar is in the form of 
notes taken every ten or fifteen min- 
utes during the engagement. It 
seems to corroborate the judgment of 
the Admiralty committee that the 
British Captains knew what they were 
about when going into action, and that 
the formation signaled by Nelson was 
in two lines ahead and _ directed 
against the far-flung line of battle 
of the French and Spaniards to cut 
it in two. 2

heroically, the enemy fought the 
forlornest of hopes against the super 
lative skill of Nelson and the effi 
ciency of his carefully-trained crews. 
Southey, in his classic short study of 
Nelson’s career, does not recognize 
the valor of the foe, although his book 
was published eight years after Tra 
falgar. The anniversary interest in 
England, quickened by the discovery 
of Lieutenant Green’s notes, recalls 
the centenary celebration in England 
in 1905, when French naval officers 
came to London as guests of the na- 
tion. French and Spanish colors were 
shown in every town in the British 
Isles, and the silent toast drunk at 
the banquet on the Victory at Ports- 
routh was: “To the memory of those 
who fought and fell, whether friend or 
foe, in the glorious battle of a hund- 
red years ago.” It is true that the 
ill-starred allies were glorious in de- 
feat. The story is handsomely told in 
“The Enemy at Trafalgar;’ by Ed- 
ward Fraser, which was published the 
year after the celebration. 


Jealousy and Friction 


The author had access to the Fyench 
and Spanish archives, and made lib- 
eral use of them. He points out that 
jealousy and friction sapped the 
ped the strength of the Franco-Span- 
ish alliance. “The enemy,” he says, 
“were in no condition to give battle, 
as they themselves well knew and 
said before they put to sea.” Press 
gangs had filled the depleted comple- 
ment of the Spanish fleet with raw 
and reluctant levies. Brave and able 
as was the French Admiral Villen- 
euve, who commanded the allies, he 
put to sea unready, to escape being 
superseded by Admiral Rosily, sup- 
posed to be coming post-haste from 
Paris and the choice of Napoleon, 
Moreover, Villeneuve, vacillating and 
nervous, did not have the confidence 
of his officers. Yet this allied fleet, 
dcomed to disaster in advance, battled 
with tremendous energy, courage and 
fortitude. Admiral Villeneuve fought 
on until, as one of his officers wrote 
“ihe upper decks and gangways of th 
flagship Bucantapr, heaped with dead 
and the wreckage from overhead 
presented an appalling spectacle,” It 
kad become impossible to navigate the 
ship. 


Gallant Spaniards 


Captain Lueas, of the Redoubtable, 
lest three-quarters of his crew in 
killed and wounded, almost put the 
Victory, a bigger ship, out of action, 
and yielded only after standing off 


the Temeraire, as well as the Victory, 
for hours, Captain Lucag, sword was 
returned to him. Admiral Magon, of 
the Algeciras, trying to board the 
Tonnant, was wounded by three 
bullets, stayed in the fight, and was 
cut in two by a cannon ball. Captain 
Infernet, of the Intrepide, fought his 
ship to the last gasp, like a man who 
bore a charmed life. Spanish com- 
manders also covered themselves with 
glory: Commodore Galiano, who 
nailed his flag on the Bahama to the 
mast—he was killed: “El gran Chur- 
ruea,” who died like “El Cid’; Rear- 
Admiral Cisneros, whose deck on the 
lofty Santissima Trinidad was a 
shambles; Admiral Gravina, who was 
terribly wounded and yielded only 
after the Principe de Asturias was 
dismantled by the British fire. 


Adulterated Foods 


(By Loretto C. Lynch, An Acknowl- 
edged Expert in All Matters Apper- 
taining to Household Management. 


“A vendor came to my home the 
other day, asking me to buy some 
foods which he said he was selling on 
commission for a wholesale house. 
I felt very sorry for this man, and so 
I bought a number of things from 
him. So did my neighbors. We nev- 
er heard of any of the brands before, 
and so we are wondering if they con- 
tain adulterants. I am enclosing a 
list of the foods. Could you tell me 
of any simple method by which a 
housewife can detect adulterants?” 

So writes a woman who probably 
tried to help in the problem of un- 


fee shake some of it into cold water. 
Pure coffee usually floats, while the 
average adulterant sinks. Chicory 
colors the water a brownish red, 

To test your "lemon extract to a 
test tube nearly filled with water 
add one teaspoonful of the extract. If 
the real lemon is present it will come 
out of solution and will give a turbid 
appearance to the solution and will 
form an oily layer on the top of the 
water. If the solution remains clear 
after deluting with water very little 
if any oil of lemon is present. 

To detect alum in baking powder 
put some logwood chips in a small 
agateware dish, cover with water and 
bring to a boil. Throw the water a- 
way. Do this three times, then save 
the fourth extract. Fill a test tube 
half full of water and add one level 
teaspoonful of the baking powder you 
wish to test. 

Warm it and shake it until effer- 
vescence ceases, then add a drop or 
two of hydrochloric acid to make tht 
solution acid. To this solution ajd 
four or five drops of the logwood ex- 
tract. A bluish red color indicates 
the presence of alum. A yellow color 
shows its absence. Try a small bit of 
alum dissolved in water with the log- 
wood extract to become familiar with 
the color you should look for. 

To test for artificial coloring in 
jellies is the same test that we use 
for artificial coloring in candies. 
Place some of the sample in water 
and boil to dissolve. Place in this 
liquid a few pieces of white woolen 
yarn and boil for five or ten minutes 
stirring occasionally. Remove the 
yarn and wash in hot water. If it re- 
mains brightly colored the presence 
of artificial dyes is shown. To make 
the test more certain, boil the yara 
ce colored in diluted ammonia for five 
minutes. The artificial coloring mat- 
ter will dissolve in ammonia. 

If this is colored, add hydrochlo- 
rie acid drop by drop until the so- 
lution is acid, as tested by blue lit- 
mus paper. In this solution now place 
some fresh white yarn and boil, Re 
move and wash in water. If the 
yarn is colored the presence of arti- 
ficial dyes is proved positively. 

The chemicals, test ubes, litmus 
paper and so on required in these 
tests can be obtained for a few cents 
at any drug store. An alcohol lamp 
can be used as a source of heat if 
gas is not available.

The Old Master 


Sir Joseph Duveen, famous author- 
ity on questions of art, is being sued 
for a large sum by a woman’ who 
owns a picture which Sir Joseph is 
said to have declared a fraud, It is 
possible that Sir Joseph, if he tries 
te prove the truth of his assertion, 
may be able to do so by applying the 
thumb-print test. This test was re 
cently employed with great success by 
Sir Charles Holmes, another are critic. 
The painting which was to be identi 
fied was da Vinci’s “Madonna of the 
Rocks,” which is a treasure of the 
National Art Gallery in London, and 
for which the goodly sum of $45,000 
was paid. This painting strongly re- 
sembled another and even more fam- 
ous picture of the same name in the 
aris Louvre. The French picture 
was admittedly a da Vinci, and sus 
picion that the London painting was 
not arose from the supposition that 
an artist like the great Leonardo 
would hardly paint two pictures so 
much alike. The French Madonna was 
a perfect work of art. Why then 
should he paint so similar a picture? 
Would he rather not expend his great 
genius upon another subject?

There- 
fore, if these marks could be proved 
to be those of a certain painter, the 
genuiness of the painting would be 
ettled beyond dispute. With a micro- 
scope he set to work and found on the 
London canvas certain lines, whorls 
and loops that could only have been 
made by the artist. 


Scotland Yard’s Verdict 


These were photographed and en- 
larged and turned over to the experts 
at Scotland Yard. Then an examina- 
tion was made of other paintings 
which were da Vinci’s beyond all ques- 
tion of doubt. These, too were photo- 
graphed, and the two were compared. 
The result showed that the London 
“Madonna of the Rocks” was undoubt- 
edly the work of the great Florentine. 
This ingenious application of the 
science of finger prints to paintings 
ought to prevent subsequent disputes 
concerning their identity. It will < 1s | 
probably suggest to painters the wis- 
dom of thus marking their painting 
deliberately, Signatures, when made 
with a brush, are much less character- 
istic than when made by a pen, and 
are usually most carelessly daubed. It 
bas been suggested that it was not 
merely incidental to his modelling 
that da Vinci left his unmistakable 
trade-mark upon his paintings, but 
that he did it deliberately in the 
knowledge that there were not in the 
world two finger prints exactly alike 


The Great All-Round Genius 


That he should have reasoned to 
this conclusion hundreds of years be- 
fore the fact was rediscovered is not 
astonishing to those who know some- 
thing of the scope of this man’s 
genius. He has been called the great- 
est genius who ever lived, and nobody 
ever so greatly excelled in so many 
sphere, He was a master in painting, 
sculpture, architecture and engineer- 
ing. He constructed canals, of which 
the principle holds od to-day, and 
for Cesare Borgia did some remark- 
able work in military engineering He 
was the originator of the science of 
hydraulics, and, centuries before Har- 
vey, divined the circulation of the 
blood, and something of the law of 
opti¢s. That he should have antici- 
pated Galton in the matter of the 
science of finger prints is not to be 
disbelieved any more than that Rogey 
Bacon, with whom in many respects 
he might be compared, solved other 
mysteries hundreds of years before 
the rest of mankind understood ‘them 

Of the “Madonna of the Rocks” an 
admirer has written:— 

“How— mysterious; how charming 
and strange is ‘The Madonna of the 
Rocks.’ A kind of basaltic cave, in 
which flows a stream that through 
its limpid waters shows the pebbles 
of its bed, shelters the holy group, 
while beyond, through the arched en 


trance to the grotto, lies a rocky 
landseape, sparsely set with trees, 


wherein a river runs; and all of this 
is of such an undefinable color that 
it seems like those faint wonderlands 
through which we wander in our 
dreams. And the adaqrable Madonna, 


with the pure oval of her cheeks, her 
exquisite chin, her downce eyes cir- 
cled by a shadowy penumbra, on her 
lips that vague and enigmatic smile 
which da Vinci loved to give the faces 
of all Leonardo’s own and_ recalls 
nothing of Perugino’s Virgins or of 
Raphael’s.”

For many decades plans have been 


entertained for constructing some 
means of transport between Eng 
land and France that she be _ inde- 


pendent of wind, weather and waves.

During the 
negotiations which resulted in the 
Peace of Amiens, in 1802, a French 
engineer named Matthieu laid be-

aroused the enthusiasm of both Na- 
poleon and Fox, A peculiar and in- 
teresting feature of the plan was the 
suggestion to break the tunnel half- 
way across at the Varne sandbank, 
with the object thereby of securing 
good ventilation and fairly satisfac- 
tory lighting. For this purpose the 
large sandbank, lying about fifty feet 
below the surface, was to be raised 
artificially to the surface level and 
somewhat above it, to give the tunnei 
in this way an opening from the top. 
Fresh differences between France and 
England put an end to this fantastic 
project and though similar schemes 
were put forward on different occa- 
sions, it was not until 1856 that there 
appeared the first scheme which had 
been thoreughly tested and was 
eempanied by estimates of the cost,

URGERY 


Dr. Odolf Lorenz, the famous Aus- 
trian bloodless surgeon, is again tn 
the United States. His visit is due, 
he explains. to the debt of gratitude 
every Austrian feels toward the Unit- 
ed States in helping the starving Aus- 
trian children. Dr. Lorenz comes to 
try cures that other practitioners 
have not dared to attempt. Some 
years ago he paid a visit to this con- 
tinent, where he was summoned to 
operate upon little Lolita Armour, 
who was crippled. He also treated 
numerous other patients, and did them 
a great deal of good at the time, 
though whether his cures were per- 
manent has not been disclosed. In 
those days he was a man of tremend- 
ous physical power, and broke bones 
and corrected faulty articulations by 
the strength of his hands. To-day 
much of his physical strength has de- 

f a greater wisdom has sue- 
1 it, and the medical profession 
is keenly interested in the operations 
which he alone seems competent to 
undertake. 


The Carrel-Dakin Treatment 

Probably the war has ripened the 
art of Dr. Lorenz, as it has advanced 
medical science in several important 
directions. Absolutely new or revolu 
tionary medical discoveries have not 
numerous in the past seven 
years, but methods have been im- 
proved in many directions, and in 
some respects the science has ad- 
vanced as much as might be expected 
in a century of peace. After every 
great war an improvement in surgery 
been noted, due to the vastly 
greater experience afforded the prac- 
titioners. One important gain is as- 
sociated with the names of Dr. Carrel 
and Dr. Dakin, and that concerns the 
healing of wounds. Under their sys- 
tem, which has had remarkable re- 
sults, the wound is kept open and un- 
bound, while upon it drips an anti- 
septic fluid. By this means grave 
wounds were much more quickly heal- 
ed than if they had been bandaged. 


Wonderful Artificial Limbs 


Much greater surfaces can be treat-

One beautiful Saturday we wal 
out of our back door straight into 
open country, fields 


across 


through little bits of Woodland a a 


way to a road we knew which would 
take us to a dear old farm house built 
in the days when fireplaces were 
flanked by long, capacious cupboards 
and when windows, low and many- 
paned, delighted the eye with their

The motor car which 
took both us and our spoils home, 
when the day was done, was quite out- | 
side the period of the old farmhouse | 
but it was an incongruity which did 
not grate, especially since the son of | 
the house had added to our bountiful 
burdens a bag filled with the so-called | 
“windfalls” of the apple orchard. | 
Many of them had neither mark no> 
bruise, and I make frequent and gen 

erous lots of apple sauce from them, | 
And, by the way, whenever I do mak» 
pple sauce, now that the apples are 
fine, I put away a couple of sealing 

jars filled with the fruit, against 

those spring days when apples have 
lost their fine winter flavor. | 
3ut I started out to talk about 

pears. These winter pears, I have} 
heard, are sometimes subjected to 
steam in some way which ripens and 
mellows them and are placed on the 
market as Bartletts. However that 

may be, my plans for them were quit. 
different. I spread them out on the 
shelves of my fruit cellar and decided 

to keep them as long as_possible-- 

with the exception of course, of thosc 

we eat from day to day. | 

But, until a few days ago when I 
found a huge one, ripened and mel- 
lowed, they were too hard to serve 
in a fruit cup—one of our favorite 
dishes, and we do not care for them 
canned. They seem rather tasteless. | 
This is due, I think, to the removal 
of the skin, which contains the con 
centrated piquancy of the pear’s flav- | 
or. 

The best way I have found to brin: 
out this delicious flavor is to bake 
the pears, as you would apples, only 

4, very long and slowly, and with | 
a lot ater. . When baking 

{ or roasting meat I often put 
pears in the oven, too, in order to use 
the oven when it is hot rather than 
heat it up specially. They stay in al’ 
the time my br and the rolls that 
follow it, are ba I use a glass 
bake-dish, and they ready to place 
on the table, when cooked and cooled 
My mother used to do them this way 
and then bottle them. 

When I have no heat in my oven I 
thoroughly heat the two stones and 
put the pears between them in the 
fireless cooker. The result is 
ent, Served with cream they mak 
food fit for the gods. 

To make up for deficiency in flavor 
when the pears are peeled, I find 

inger excellent, and for this pur- 
pose find green ginger much the bea- 
Ii needs to be well soaked and scrape] 
before being shaved into thin slices 
for the following preserve: 

Take ht pounds of green pear: 
, six pounds of white sugar, 
half a pound of green ginger and the 
juice and grated rind of half a dozen 
mons, Let the pears and sugar 
1 together over night and, in the 
morning, after boiling for about two 
hours, add the juice and rind of the 
lemons and put the preserve into the 
bottles, 

Raw pears, sliced, are always good 
but I did not know until a few days 
ago that a little lemon juice sprinkeld 
over them will keep them white until 
one is ready to serve them, It adds 
a delightful flavor, too, and though 
one need not use enough lemon juice 
to interfere with the addition of 
cream, it will be found, if one used 
more, to form a tart syrup which will 
take the place of cream. When serv-

of the Church or its ministry to dic- 
tate to individuals what they shall 
or shall not do, the policy of the 
church is not repressive or prohibitory 
but it is the plain duty of the ministr: 
of the chureh to state clearly the 
fundamental principles upon  whica 
right conduct is to be based, The ap- 
plication of these principles to con- 
duct must be left to the enlightened 
christian conscience of the individual. | 

Dancing, like music, iS a universal 
factor in human life. It is the beth 
mic response of the human body 
emotion and as such is capable of eg 
ing greatly utilized in education. The 
evil that arises is not essential to 
dancing, but lies in the abuse of the 
art by evil-minded persons who have 
exploited it to gratify their passion 
or by the inordinate fascination it has | 
had over the minds of many who in- 
dulge in this form of pleasure, to the 
neglect of other worthy interests in 
lire. 

Referring to the Children’s Mas- 
querade Ball recently held in Macleod 
Mr. Armstrong stated that in his 
judgment, the promoters of this en-j| 
terprise had been actuated by kind- 
ness of heart rather than soundness 
and he regarded the ex- 
citement of such an entertainment as 
distinctly detrimental to school work 
and the over-stimulation of the na- 
tural forces which are at work in the 
adolescent period as injurious to the 
physical, mental and moral well being 
of young people. At the same time, 
he heartily commended the introduc- 
tion of Folk Dancing under the guid- 
ance of the educational authorities | 
as part of the school curriculum. | 
There is an urgent need that play- 
life should be organized and a ri di- | 
cal change in our educational and re- 
ligious institutions is urgently neces- 
sary. 

“Dancing” today means usually but 
one kind—that of couples of opposite 

exes. In it society sanctions between 
men and Women (not of kin) that 
which is not tolerated by society un- 
der any other circumstances, save 
marriage or an engagement of mar- 
riage. There is no parallel to it ia 
anything else in civilized christendom 
today. Those are the blunt facts. 
sometimes puts young women and 
even girls at the mercy for the time 
being of men who move in their class 
of society and yet whom husbands and 
brothers know to be moral outcasts.

During the year an occasional com- 
plaint had been heard from odd citi- 
zens, but the Mayor pointed out in a 
no uncertain way that what the rate- 
payers of the Tawn of Macleod had 


| voted for in the past by way of im- 


provements would have to be paid for. 
Hé stated also that honest criticism 


‘and advice was always welcome by 


the present council, they were all 
ratepayers and quite as much inter- 
ested as any other citizen in keeping 
the taxes and rates down to the low- 
est point possible, 

He then called on Mr. Brown, secre 
tary-treasurer, to read the financial 
statement, which had already been 
published and also distributed during 
the evening. Mr. Brown explained 
several of the items, after which the 
mayor asked«for any enquiries, but as 
the statement was so plain, and had 
already been before them, no further 
time was taken up over this matter. 

He then called on Councillor Me- 
Nichol for a few remarks, after whic! 
the superintendent of public utilities 
was called on to explain his work 
since he had taken charge of the 
public utilities. Mr. Pearson gave a 
very lucid and convincing explanation 
of how he found matters at the plant 


when he came here and what had 
been done. 
On taking the floor Mr. Pearson 


recalled the excitement that prevail- 
ed at the time he arrived here, how- 
ever, he said as he was employed as 
an engineer and not a politician, he 
went to work to find out what condi 
tion the utilities that he had taken 
over were in. He found that the plani 
had not been maintained in a condi- 
tion conducive to economy, the water 
works were in a very bad condition 
right from the intake at the river to 
the distribution in the town, where 
in the neighborhood of a 1,000,090 gal 
lons of water a day were going to 


‘waste through leaks, there was not 


one minute reserve of water on hand 
this making it impossible to work at 
repairs at the intake. Further, we 
were selling the C.P.R. water at half 
cost on a five year contract, 
supplying the Flour Mills with powe, 
under the same conditions. The staff 
was one of the poorest paid in Al- 
berta, 

The electric distribution lines were 


also 


in a very bad state, the plant wa 
$35,000 in debt and was losing around 
$1200 a month. At this point Mr 


Pearson humorously remarked that he 
thought the council should ha 
cured the services of an undertaker 
rather than an engineer. 

In September, 1919, the Gas. Co., 
refused to supply further gas for 
boiler use which necessitated the use 
of expensive coal, further improve- 
ments were made with the object of 
cutting down fuel expenses, but after 
various improvements had been made 
the fuel controller raised the price of 
coal, and even when slack was used at 
50 cents a ton it was still impossib!e 
to make the revenue meet the ex- 
penses. 

The speaker then explained that the 
loss could only be stopped by the in- 
stallation of a more modern plant, 
and there appeared to be nothing else 
to do but either close the plant down 
or go on piling up a stupendous de- 
ficiency, as. there was not a dolla: 
in sight for the purchase of new 
nachinery. About this time, Mr. Pear 
son explained, he heard that a gas 
engine generator was for sale in Cal 
gary. He explained in detail the dif 
ficulties he met with in securing the 
machinery without money. However, 
he was able to do so and has been 
paying for it out of its earnings. Thi 
installation made a very considerable 
reduction in the plant fuel account. 
It appears it was necessary to retain 
two boilers on steam for emergencies 
in the water works department, This 
difficulty has since been overcome by 
the installation of a gas engine driver 
pump secured very much along the 
lines of the first set and paid for ouc 
of its earnings. In addition to this 
work the water intake and wells had 
been fixed up, the majority of the 
leaks stopped with the result that the 
town now had excellent fire pressure 
and about two and a half hours’ water 
storage against emergencies Mr 
Pearson went on to explain that the 
Mill Contract expired the first of the 
year and on account of being unable 
to come to any terms the supply 
power was discontinued, The C, P, 
contract expired on June of this year 
and after. some negotiation a new 
agreement was entered into for 13 
cents per 1,000 gallons in place of the 
old rate of 5% cents. 

On account of better conditions pre- 
vailing in the plant it had been pos- 
sible to pay the staff more reasonably 
and also to put $15,000 insurance on 
the plant and contents whereas pre 
viously no insurance existed,
